A BIT OF HISTORY. 

Among the fictions relied on to stampede the 
Irish vote to BLarNe is a story that when Av- 
GUSTUS COSTELLO was arrested in Ireland in 
1867 for a speech delivered by him in New 
York two years previously, Mr. BLAINE se- 
cured his release by a séries of powerful speeches 
in Congress A careful examination of the 
Congressional Globe for the years 1867, 1868 
and 1869 shows that Mr. Buaine spoke on a 
great many subjects, but that no such speeches 
as are credited to him in behalf of CosTELLo

Chairman Coorsr of the Pennsylvania Re- 
publican Committee has added some new frills 
to this fiction by declaring in a reported speech 
that BLAIxx's twist on the British lion’s tail 
secured the release of CosTEeLLo, and that 
“BLAINE will enforce the doctrine enforced by 
Captain INGRAHAM in 1858, when he told the 
commander of the Austrian vessel that, if he 
did not return COSTELLO, he would blow his 
ship to hell.“ 

Now, Capt. InGRAHAM had as little to do 
with the Costello case as BLAINE himself. At 
Smyrna, in 1853, under the Democratic admin- 
istration of FRANKLIN Pierce and Secretary 
MArcy, Captain DuNCAN S. INGRAHAM, then 
of the United States Navy, but more recently a 
Commodore in the service of the Confederate 
States, laid his ship alongside of an Austrian 
vessel, and with watch in hand told the Austrian 
captain he must surrender MARTIN Koszr in 
fifteen minutes or go to the bottom. KoszrA, 
a Hungarian, who had only declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen, and who had been 
taken from an American merchant vessel by an 
Austfian brig, was thus rescued, and not only 
did a Democratic Congress indorse the act of 
Captain INGRAHAM with a vote of thanks and a 
medal, but Secretary Marcy met and silenced 
the protest of the Austrian Government with a 
defiant notice to all the world that a declara- 
tion of intention to become a citizen entitled 
Koszta to just such protection as he had re- 
ceived from our Government. 

Are the plumes on the helmet of the Maine 
knight so broken and frayed out that they must 
needs be replaced with new ones stolen from 
dead Democrats!

Several of the State boards of health have 
called a meeting for the 7th of August in Wash- 
ington, with the object of consulting with the 
Government officials as to the best method of 
meeting and mastering the cholera in the event 
of its appearing in this country. 

It is quite time that such a meeting should be 
held. The Annie P. Silver incident shows that 
the Government officials are in a state of hope- 
leas imrbecility and confusion’. So far as we 
know the National Health Departinent now 
consists of a Surgeon General in charge of a 
tape and sealing-wax bureau in Washington, 


no resources with which to render any assist- 
ance if needed. 

The French Government has been made the 
subject of very severe comments in its 
own Chambers, and in the German Parliament, 
as standing next after Egypt and Turkey in 
the matter of governmental provision against 
epidemic disease. It cannot, however, be more 
backward than this country. In the Annie P. 
Silver matter the part played by the Govern- 
ment consisted in ringing an alarm bell and 
trying to create a panic over a case of cholera 
which the Government only heard of when it 
would have been too late. It turned out to be 
a false alarm, but it showed that the Govern- 
ment officials did not know the difference be- 
tween a false alarm and a true one; that they 
were unable to get at the truth or suppress 
falsehood, and that all they could do was to 
give a conspicuous exhibition of inefficiency. 

By all means let the meeting be held and let 
us learn just what resources we have to rely on 
to prevent a visitation.

The Dry Goods Interest. 
From the American Grocer and Dry Goods Reporter. 

The dry goods jobbing business compared with 4 
year ago is on a sounder basis. The volume of busi- 
ness is not larger, but it has been more @onservative- 
ly managed. Inthe first place jobbers’ stocks are 
smaller than at the close of the spring season of 
1883. Goods have been more judiciously bought, 
and there isa less amount of unsalable stock now 
on hand than in any previous history of the dry 
goods interest. Purchasesfor the most part have 
been strictly in accordance with actual require- 
ments, and have been distributed through a series 
of months as occasion demanded. Asa result pay- 
ments have not been large in any given period, and 
consequently they have been promptly met as they 
fell due. There is leas dry goods paper afloat at the 
present time in this and other money markets than 
in any former period of its history, when the in- 
creased volume of business is taken into considera- 
tion. Jobbers are paying theif bills as a rule 
promptly, and asking but few, if any, favors from 
importers and commission agents. Their losses by 
bad debts have been light as compared with other 
spring seasons, and they have suffered but a slight 
loss in closing out their broken assortments of spring 
and summer goods. Throughout the entire spring 
season there has been a steady tone to values, and 
no demoratization of prices has existed. Conse- 
quently the business transacted has been done at a 
fair average profit. 

The spring business of 1884 has been more satis- 
factory with jobbers than any similar season since 
1880. Jobbers are extremely conservative and cau- 
tious, and never in their history have they conduct- 
ed their business closer to their capital than the 
present. There is an entire absence of speculation 
and overtrading, and the business transacted is 


| healthy and legitimate. During the past two years

of liquidation in all branches of trade, the weak 
spots have about all been éliminated from the dry 
goods jobbing business, and the firms now conduct- 
ing it have a gapd basis of capital. 


Armour Coins a Pile of Cash. 
From the Chicago Herald, 

“The pork corner is getting along splendidly,” 
said an old operator on Change yesterday, in re- 
sponse to a question. Armour has everything his 
own way. The boys were blamed fools that they 
didn't settle up weeks ago, instead of changing their 
contracts over into other months. I told them to, 
but they wouldn't heed my advice. The result is 
they will have to pay over a good deal more money. 
Why, pork is now up to $23.50 per barrel for July 
and August delivery, and, mark my words, it's going 
to $89.” 

“Are there many shorts out yet?” 

“Yes, and Armour is trying to make them settle 
by shoving up the price at the rate of fifty cents 
and one dollar a barrel a day. The crowd estimates 
the line out now at 50,000 barrels. Most of this is 
believed to be for Wall street. Armour is fishing 
for one big short, who is called a New Yorker, It is 
thought his name is Fowler.” 

“How much money will Mr. Armour make out of 
this squeeze?" 

“When the boys found they were in this trap they 
estimated that the boss owned all the standard cash 
pork in town—about 150,000 barrels, and had coming 
to him about 300,000 barreis of wind, Now this lat- 
ter was bought to be delivered in June, July, August, 
September and October, so that the corner will run 
clear up to the opening of the next winter packing 
season. I think that at the lowest calculation this 
deal will net $1,000,000. One man settled recently by 
paying over to the Washington street merchant 
$100,000, and he will get $300,000 more when the 
shorts now out pass in the checks.“

A eourt should take no 
partin it, excevt to see that the case is fairly pre- 
rented to the Airy. and that their verdict is fair and 
feasonable. This is a trial by jury to which eve 
man, woman and child is entit when subject 
to iujury or accused of crime. This right of trial 
by gr is the distinguishing feature ween free 
and absolute governments, and when surfendered 
by the people they will find their liberties and prop- 
efty at the inercy gf an oppressive aristocracy.

The town is built on six rs of hills, all

For extra occasions they use a square piece of 
cloth with a hole cut out of the _ cen- 
ter to put the head through; this hole is em- 
broidered with colored yarns, so that when it is 
on it extends the effect of the colored beads, 
which are almost universally worn on the neck. 
The men use a square blanket of home-made cot- 
ton, but theirs is only thrown over their shoul- 
ers some use short jackets neatly bound and em- 
broidered, The people are more than ordinary 
in their looks; they are muscular and healthy, 
evidently not working more than enough 
keep them robust.
